Manufacture of Bean Milk at 


Changes. : 

A-firm composed of Ohiness 
from the Province of Obehkiang 
hes,. rays the U.S. Consal, Mr. 
Neleon Johnson, of Changebs, 
rroently opened s small factory at 
Chavgrha for the manufactara of 
milk from beans, This bean milk 
hee icng been known to the 
Obineee under the name of to fa 
obisng or besn-curd sauce. This

product known as chiang yu, s 
fermented sagce made from beans 
which is well knowa both as the 
soy cf the Japanese-and as ons of 
the constitaents of some cf'the 
famous sanoes of Earope. Bean 
milk is made from the ems!) 
yellow beans, the same variety 
from which the Chinese been 
card and chisng ya or soy sre 
uade,, The procera appeara to 
be a very simple one, The 
besna are soaked and then 
eroshed between two stones. 
The crushcd masa ia allowed 
to ran cf into s tab and ia then 
sirsined throagh cheesecleth and 
dilated witn water and boiled. 
After boiling, it is again strained, 
and the white milk ran «ff into 
bottles and sold to the factory's 
customera, An analysis of tha 
beac-cord milk showa thatit has 
6 epecifio gravity of 1°020 acd a 
fat content of 3.128, contrasted 
with w specific gravity of 1029 
and e fat content of 39 for good 
average coma’ milk in America. 
Tho factory ie'a very emall one. 
The proprietors informed me they 
did all of their work at night, in 
order to hive their milk freah for 
delivery the foilowing morning. 
They begin their work aboat 10 
ocleck.: The milk is reedy and 
bottled by dey-light, when it ie. 
sent ost by ccolis to the various 
cestomera. Tbe rocm where the 
milk ie made showa that no com- 
plicated muchinery ie necessary 
in the manufcctare of the milk: 
At one end of the room were 
fcund two of the suall ctone mills 
in which the beans were ground. 
Large nambers of bottles were 
srranged on 8 rack near the wall, 
clean and ready to receive the 
morning's eupply of milk, At the 
opposite end of the room there 
were three wooden vats built into 
a concrete foundstion, “which 
proved to be a farnsce.
